The m easure was passed 31-4 by

apparently removing the final m ajor 
roadblock 
to

Reagan, 
once

staunch opponent of the payroll

indicated he will sign the bill if it 
reaches his desk.

R- 
Huntington Beach, said the schools have an 
obligation to "provide some instruction 
about what is right and wrong

Assemblyman Ray 
Johnson. R-Chico, said the bill might lead 
to weakened restrictions on sex education.

Battle for bigamist's estate 


LOS ANGELES (UPIi —The tirst wife ot a dead 
millionaire bigamist was ordered to appear in court today 
to hear demands by his other wife lor a share of the estate. 
Superior Court Judge Robert W. Kenney issued the order 
to Mildred Vargas. 65. widow of Juan Vargas, a Peruvian- 
born international merchant who was killed in a car crash 
two years ago. 
His death revealed his double life. Only 10 miles from the 
home in Torrance. Calif., where he lived with Mildred 
Vargas and their three children, was the household he 
shared with Josephine Vargas, 54, and their four children in 
Santa Ana. Calif 
Vargas lived in both households, explaining his absences 
as caused by the travel involved in his work The two wives 
were unaware of each other 
Vargas died without leaving a will, and Mildred Vargas 
claimed his estate, valued at $1,063,165. as his legitimate 
wife. 
Mildred married him in 1929. and Josephine in 1945. 
An attorney for Josephine filed suit, claiming money 
from the estate tor her as compensation tor being deceived 
into an invalid marriage and asked $330,000 for more than 
20 years service as a wife, housekeeper and secretary.

SAN FRANCISCO il PI»—A preliminary pathologist 
report says that Marin County Superior Judge Harold Haley 
may already have been dead trom a chest wound when 
convict Ruchell Magee allegedly tired a shotgun at his 
head. 
The post mortem examination ot the body of Haley was 
performed by Dr. Leopold Breitenecker of Vietnna and his 
son. Dr Rudiger Breitenecker ot Baltimore. They revealed 
their findings Tuesday. 
The doctors were retained by the defense which had won 
a court order to have the judge's body exhumed 
Magee and Angela Davis are awaiting trial for murder, 
kidnaping and conspiracy in a shootout at the Marin County 
Civic Center in 1970 Haley and three black militants died.

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State Water Project 
hearings postponed again 
Standard resolution not so routine

Will Santa Barbara County take the final 
decisive step to order its' allotments of 
State Project water — or will it back out of 
the expensive undertaking'.’ 
County 
supervisors 
began 
a 
debate 
Tuesday as to whether they would proceed 
to plan for Feather River water. 
But it was interrupted - as State Water 
Project opponents began rising from the 
audience — when Supervisor Daniel G. 
Grant had to hurriedly leave the session to 
go to Sacramento, leaving the discussion 
dangling. 
Grant is the new president of the County 
Supervisors Assn. which has headquarters 
in the state capitol. It wasn t explained at 
the meeting why he had to leave so 
suddenly. 
The supervisors once again delayed 
action — this time to next spring — on a 
recommendation 
of 
Water 
Consultant 
Robert M. Edmonson for the county to join 
a new pro-State Water Project agency with 
dues costing $1 000 a year. 
Supervisor George H Clyde questioned 
whether this agency could do any more for 
the county than another water association 
in which it has membership. 
Edmonston said the new agency could 
help protect the county s interest" in the 
state project. 
Mrs. 
Robert E. 
Robinson, of Santa 
Barbara, first vice-president of the Santa 
Barbara League of Women Voters, said the 
league membership believes there should 


be a reconsideration now of priorities in 
water management, in view of mounting 
needs ol dwindling local supplies. She said 
land 
use 
planning 
was 
vital 
in 
this 
connection. 
She said the prime question was this: 
'What affect w ill state water have on land 
use and population distribution on the South 
Coast?" 
Mrs. 
Sue 
Higman. 
Santa 
Barbara 
conservationist, said she felt it was wrong 
to spend $1.000 tor use by a 
"lobbying 
association on a controversial project. 
Edmonston 
was termed 
an 
"ardent 
water salesman 
by Richard Temple, 
executive secretary. County Taxpayers 
Assn. 
Temple 
said 
Edmonston 
and 
Supervisor Curtis Tunnell, of Santa Maria, 
a 
member 
of 
the 
project 
advisory 
committee, should be able to guide the 
supervisors on the project without help of 
another agency. 


Supervisor 
Francis 
H 
Beattie, 
of 
Lompoc, wanted to know if the taxpayers 
association agreed or disagreed with the 
county in proceeding toward state water 
deliveries. Temple said there was no 
association position as such 


When Beattie pointed out the county 
signified its intention years ago of getting 
state water. Supervisor Clyde said there 
was no need for the county to be inf lexible 
as conditions and public opinion changes. 
"Much more homework is needed.' said 
Temple, as Grant left the meeting

soon to be constructed route one 
bypass freeway. 
W ith 
only 
one 
nay.

commission approved the alternate 
plan that calls for moving the site ol 
the interchange some 150 teet north 
and bending the central extension in 
a gentle curve around a stand ot 95 
mature 
eucalyptus 
and 
cypress 
trees threatened by the original 
proposal 
B ut 
th e 
c o m m is s io n 
recommendation of this plan to the 
City Council at its next meeting 
Dec. 
7th. 
is 
contingent 
upon 
Highway Department compliance 
with three conditions. 
They are: 1. that the intersection 
ol Central and A streets be moved 
some 50 feet north to allow Bush 
Ave. 
residents 
a 
reasonable 
"buffer" between them and the 
Central on-ramp; 2. that a block 
wall be constructed along the back 
property lines of the Bush Ave. 
property 
to 
a ssist 
in 
noise 
dampening, and 3. that the highway 
department provide 200 trees for the 
landscaping ot the extension as soon 
as possible so that they might be 
raised in an H Street nurserv while 
construction is underway 


Laying the extension 50 feet north 
of the originally proposed route 
adjacent to the Bush Ave. lots would 
not represent prohibitive additional 
cost, 
according 
to 
Community 
Development 
Director Nicholas 
Bevilacqua. because a wide right of 
way for the extension would be 
procured in any case in order to 
allow widening ol the road into a 
divided four lane expressway in the 
distant future 


"We should endorse this plan, but 
only 
with 
the 
provision 
that 
something more be done to help the 
p eop le 
in 
th ose 
h o u se s." 
commission chairman. Dr. W. B 
Jamison, said. "1 don't think the 
trees 
themselves 
are 
the main 
issue." 


The city, the county, and the 
highway department 
have about 
three weeks to agree on a plan tor 
the 
on-ramp 
before 
a 
"design 
freeze 
sets 
in eliminating the 
options. 


Though 
som e 
com m ission 
members would have preferred to 
recommend moving the on-ramp 
and interchange much further away, 
or even to recommend that the 
freeway not be built, it seem s likely 
that, with the limited time left and 
the city s desire to have a Lompoc 
turn-off on the freeway, that one of 
the highway department's plans w ill 
be approved by the council.

DEAR POLLY—I want to tell Jayne how I have utilized 
pretty borders on pillowcases that were otherwise too 
worn to use. I cut the old cases off one-half inch above 
the unworn embroidered hems and then attached the 
pretty hems to new pillow tubing in the following way. 
Lay the right side of hem (embroidery side) down on the 
right side of the tubing. Have the tubing extend one-half 
inch above the hem. Baste and then machine-stitch three- 
eighths inch from the edge. Fold hem out, press and then 
neatly hand stitch a small hem inside to conceal the raw 
edges. Done this way, one scarcely notices the hem is 
attached. Of course, the embroidery or trim has to be 
on the hem of the pillowcases or this will not work.—

Larry a flesh-eating monster? 
Csonka scares bears, foes 


By IRA BKRKOW 


NEW’ YORK—(N E A)—As 
the horror stories grow, it is 
getting harder and harder to 
tell Larry Csonka the man 
from Larry Csonka the Mi­ 
ami Dolphin’s bruising full­ 
back. 


When he was a high school 
senior, for example, Csonka 
was supposed to have nearly 
broken his house apart. He 
had been told that the way 
to strengthen a forearm was 
to keep banging away at 
s o m e t h i n g hard. 
“ He 
smashed t h r e e walls and 
knocked one d o o r off its 
hinges,” said his father. 
Years later Csonka was 
sleeping in a tent on a camp­ 
ing trip and was awakened 
by a neighborhood b e a r . 
Csonka reportedly elbowed 
Ihe bear in the belly and the 
intruder fled. 
Before this season, Csonka 
vowed that nothing short ot 
a head injury would keep 
him out of the lineup. “ If it’s 
a broken bone or a muscle 
tear,” he allegedly said. “ I’d 
grab the doctor by the throat 
and say, ‘Make it well, by 
God.’ ” 
Then there is Larry Csonka 
on the field. Look: He is a 
6-2, 240-pound block of rock. 
His full face is dominated by 
a nose broken nine times 
over the years. Watch: Two 
Buffalo safeties at the five- 
yard line hit Csonka simul­ 
taneously from each side. 
T h e y bounce off. Csonka 
enters the end zone standing 
up. Again: Csonka piles into 
mountain of Denver defend­ 
ers, disappears, emerges out 
Ihe other end to score, drag­ 
ging defenders. And note: 
Midway through s e a s o n 
Csonak leads American Foot­ 
ball Conference in rushing. 
“ My brand of football is 
different from my life style, 
though a lot of people don’t 
want to believe it,” Csonka 
told me recently, i ’m really 
an easy-going guy off the 
field. But everybody likes to 
promote the football player 
as a flesh-eating monster, 
dragging knuckles on the 
ground, wearing a beat-up 
sweater and sneakers that 
don’t match.” 
Csonka is soft-spoken and 
articulate. He chooses his 
w o r d s carefully. A grunt

does not seem to be in his 
vocabulary. His wife, Pam, 
says that Larry is usually 
very even-tempered at home. 
Larry also plays the harmon­ 
ica to relax. None of which 
seems very flesh-eating or 
knuckle-dragging. 
"Funny how stories grow,” 
said Csonka. “ Like the one 
about knocking walls down. 
That’s not true. It was just 
one wall. It was in our kitch­ 
en. The wall had weak plas­ 
ter. It wasn’t that big a 
thing.” 
Does he still hit walls? 
“Once in awhile when I 
get angry. But doesn’t every­ 
body? Besides, I don’t hit 
walls too hard any more,” 
he said. 
And what about the bear 
story? 
“Nothing special. It was a 
small bear.” 
And the one about grab­ 
bing a doctor by the throat 
and demanding that an in­ 
jury be made better immedi­ 
ately? 


“Another exaggeration. I 
wouldn’t grab anyone by the 
throat. Oh, sometimes you’d 
like to take hold of a defen­ 
sive end and throttle him. 
But you don’t. Football is so 
complicated, you’ve got to 
keep your cool to win. But 
I’ve found that you can hurt 
him just as much by impact, 
running smack into him.” 


Sometimes Csonka strikes 
back another way. He may 
be the only player in history 
to have been penalized 15 
y a r d s while carrying the 
ball. On that play he forgot 
that the tackier was not a 
wall and knocked him silly 
with a forearm. 
"Every time a ball carrier 
runs he gets hit from 11 dif­ 
ferent directions,” said Cson­ 
ka. “And sometimes you’ve 
got 1,600 pounds of human­ 
ity crashing down on you. 
You’ve got to protect your­ 
self. 
“But football is very grat­ 
ifying. Like w h e n you’re 
called upon to go toe-to-toe 


in a tough, tight situation. 1 
guess it dates back to pre­ 
historic times, when mind 
and body combined to ac­ 
complish something special. 
And alter it’s through and 
you’re so tired — well, it’s 
like what Vince Lombardi 
said on the eve of his death, 
There’s no better feeling 
than to lie on the field ex­ 
hausted but victorious.’ 
“After football, I’m sure 
I’ll never feel the same kind 
of satisfying self-expression 
again. 1 don’t think you car. 
ever feel that total mind- 
body exhilaration of accom­ 
plishment in the business 
world. 
“Football is digging in and 
belting. I’ve enjoyed it since 
I was in junior high school 
in Stow, Ohio. I think about 
those days. We played on a 
dirt field behind the school. 
There were no bands at half- 
time. The only spectators 
were a few concerned par­ 
ents. The bleachers w e r e 
raggedy. So were our uni­ 
forms. They were old hand- 
me-downs from the h i g h 
school. The r i g h t half of 
your shoulder pad usually 
didn’t match the left half. 
‘‘We played hard because 
we loved it, and because we 
wanted to win. And until I 
began playing so much on 
artificial turf, I didn’t realize 
how m u c h fun dirt was. 
When I was a kid I really 
enjoyed the dirt in my ears 
and eyes. I guess I was al­ 
ways a dirty-faced kid. 
“Yet I’ve always been con­ 
cerned with the niceties. I 
mean, if I don’t like what a 
p e r s o n says, I probabl> 
wouldn’t say anything be­ 
cause I wouldn’t want to hurt 
his feelings. 
“The only time I get mad 
off the field is, well, like 
when I get up in the middle 
of the night for a glass of 
water and I step on a sharp 
toy left by one of my little 
boys. Then I get excited. I 
jump around and holler ob­ 
scenities. 
‘‘Or like when my car 
stalled three times in heavy 
traffic 
The third time, I 
punched the dashboard. I 
broke the air conditioner. I 
also cut my hand open. I 
was bleeding all over the 
dash. I just sat there for 15 
minutes feeling like a fool.”

Monday when deferred county employee m erit raises, 
which total $1.473 bi-weekly, cam e up for approval. 
Richard Temple, County Taxpayers' Assn 
executive 
secretary, m ade the request when the supervisors were 
told merit increases for the past three months were being 
unfrozen following end of the President's wage-price 
freeze 
S u p e rv iso rs 
heeded 
the 
r e c o m m e n d a tio n 
of 
Administrative Officer Raymond D. Johnson and approved 
the merit pay deferrals dating back to Sept 1. 
Championing the continuance of the m erit pay concept in 
county government — which provides for a 5 per cent 
annual wage boost on recommendation of departm ent 
heads — was F irst District Supervisor George H. Clyde. 
His motion for approval of continuance of m erit pay 
didn t get a second at the morning session, and there was 
concern expressed by County E m ployees’ Assn General 
Manager Zack Stringer at the deferral. But the board voted 
5-0 for approval of Clyde's second motion at the afternoon 
meeting. 


Fifth D istrict Supervisor Curtis Tunnell asked Temple if 
his association was recommending an end to m erit pay. 
Temple refused a direct answer, but said the association 
directors urge curbing all county government expenses 
“ where possible " 


“ We d have to change our system if we d do as you say 
about merit pay." commented Fourth District Supervisor 
Francis Beattie. 
Temple also asked the supervisors to cheek to determ ine 
if recent county employee pay raises, along with m erit pay 
boosts, exceeded the new national pay board wage increase 
levels. 


Johnson said the salary increases did not come under the 
wage freeze orders issued in August, and thus could not be 
included in any overall survey. 
Temple claim ed county taxpayers “ have a strong

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif — 
< NEA)—The Bay Area Rapid 
Transit district, more famil­ 
iarly known here as BART, 
was t a i l o r - m a d e for Bill 
Stokes. 


Bill is an upper-income ex­ 
ecutive who lives in Orinda, 
a comfortable s u b u r b 20 
m i l e s across the Oakland 
Bay bridge in Contra Costa 
County. His home on Tiger 
Tail Court is two miles from 
the freeway interchange. On 
a good day, at the 8 o’clock 
rush hour, it’s 45 minutes by 
car into the city. And he has 
the luxury of parking where 
he works. 


If it’s foggy or rainy or 
somebody runs out of gas on 
the bridge, the trip is 55 min­ 
utes or an h o u r or more. 
And it’s just as rugged going 
back in the afternoon. 


All this is going to change 
in March of 1972. When the 
first air-conditioned, alumi­ 
num-alloyed, computer-con- 
trolled BART car c o m e s 
whooshing out of the Calde­ 
cott Tunnel in the Berkeley 
hills at 80 miles an hour, into 
a breath taking v i e w of 
greater San Francsco Bay, 
Bill will be on it. 


It will deposit him in the 
heart of downtown San Fran­ 
cisco, corner of Powell and 
Market, 
18 
minutes 
after 
getting on at the BART sta­ 
tion at the same freeway in­ 
terchange he has used every 
morning. It will do the same 
for up to 100,000 commuters 
a day. 


’i ’ll stay in bed later in 
the 
morning," 
says 
Bill, 
stay at the office longer, 
and get home earlier. I sus­ 
pect—I know what a fight is 
at home after a long day at 
the office and sitting in that 
damn car on the freeway— 
III wind up in a better frame 
of mind to play daddy to my 
kids and hubby to my wife ” 


Bill thinks it’s going to be 
great. He should. He’s the 
general m anager of BART, 
the first all-new extensive 
metropolitan transit system 
to corne into service in this 
country in half a century. 


It has torn up famous, an­ 
cient Market Street so that 
it looks like a flea m art. It 


has cost the citizens of Con­ 
tra Costa, Alameda and San 
Francisco counties $1.4-bil­ 
lion. Russian and Japanese 
and o t h e r engineers the 
world over have seen its con­ 
struction a n d rhapsodized, 
but 
San 
Franciscans 
are 
b l a s e and critical of the 
costs and delays. 
“ An undercurrent of un­ 
rest will continue," admits 
Stokes, “ until we run trains 
and people can see what 
they’ve got.’’ 
What they’ve got is a 75- 
mile system of rail and aero­ 
space-engineered cars that is 
supposed to solve the over­ 
whelming problem of urban 
traffic congestion 
“ We’ve designed this sys­ 
tem to compete with the pri­ 
vate a u t o m o b i 1 e,” says 
Stokes, “ and we intend to 
market the hell out of it on 
that basis. Some morning 
we’ll come booming out of 
Caldecott Tunnel at & m.p.h. 
on the median strip, and 
autos on the freeway will be 
backed up through the tun­ 
nel, and it’s not going to be 
long before those people get 
the idea." 
The idea of a new transit 
system came from World 
War 11 Army engineers, who 
recommended a transit tun­ 
nel u n d e r San Francisco 
Bay. In 1957, the California 
legislature approved the cre­ 
ation of a five-county Bay 
Area Rapid Transit district 
Two counties withdrew, one 
of them Marin to the north 
because a study indicated 
the Golden Gate bridge could 
not carry transit vehicles 
In 1962, the three remaining 
counties, containing 34 cities, 
voted the largest local bond 
issue ever attempted, $792- 
million, with a daring pledge 
of property tax receipts. Two 
years later, construction be 
gan. 
Inflation and labor prob­ 
lems shot the costs up, and 
delay in delivery of rolling 
stock has caused irritating 
postponement of service un­ 
til next spring. 
There is a projection of 
200,000 passengers daily, or 
50 million a year, about the 
volume of the country's big­ 
gest commuter l i n e , the 
Long Island Railroad. 
Its 
train speed will be twice as 


For the rest of the country 
and even the world, how­ 
ever, the intrigue of BART 
is what it can do to revive 
the inner cores of cities. Tor­ 
onto, Montreal and Mexico 
City have all built transit 
systems in recent years and 
are already expanding them, 
but none are even one-third 
the size of BART in mileage 
and scope. 
By 1990. a new master plan 
calls for 210 additional miles 
to include all nine Bay area 
counties, and there’s an aux­ 
iliary plan to tie in with the 
state capital, Sacramento, 90 
miles to the east. 
Recognition of the need for 
m a s s transit — Congress 
passed a five-year, $3 1-bil­ 


lion program — is tempered 
only by the huge costs in­ 
volved. A spur to the air­ 
port south of San Francisco, 
and on to Menlo Park, would 
now 
c o s t 
$700-m illion. 
i Stokes excuses its omission 
in the original planning by 
saying, “ Airport access was 
not a big t h i n g in those 
days.") 
“ I would submit,” says 
Bill S t o k e s , “ the logical 
question is, ‘Can urban areas 
not afford to do it?’ " 
He was thinking ahead to 
the fare of 80 cents (same as 
a commuter bus) and the 
convenience of 18 minutes 
from Orinda to San F ran ­ 
cisco.

reform package. The bare essentials ot 
this measure will keep the State fiscally 
solvent for the rest of the budget year. If 
approved by Governor Reagan, it will 
introduce in the State for the first time a 
system ot withholding for State income 
taxes and will close a very few tax 
loopholes. 
On issues of ecology and environment, 
the legislature has a sorry record. Also, 
little protection was offered consumers in 
the legislative process this year. 
It is our contention that the big fault ot 
the legislature this year rested with its 
leadership. The Democratic controlled 
body was open to little compromise and 
the Republicans, banking mainly on a 
governors veto, felt equally the same. The

was 
mostly 
a 
stalemate 
in 
producing effective leadership for the 
citizens of the State.
